10, 2010. The primary purpose of the legislation is to provide additional funding purpose of the Ed Jobs Fund
legidationisto provide additional funding to states for the support of local teacher (and other school-level personnel)
salaries and related codts at the early childhood, elementary, and secondary school levels.

STATE SUPPORT SPECIAL FUNDS
The Education Enhancement Funds are generated from the one cent sales tax increase passed during the 1992 Session.

The ARRA - Education, Discretionary, FMAP Funds are federal State Fiscal Stabilization Funds made available
through the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act to defray the expenses of the Mississippi Adequate Education
Program.

OTHER SPECIAL FUNDS
Public School Building Funds were diverted to MAEP in FY 2010, FY 2011 and FY 2012.

The additional $50,000,000 in special fund authority is utilized to allow for the transfer of the funds to the Hancock
Bank for making the districts debt pledge payments.
